Boston, NQV. 22—The Blakaly tor- 


pedo boat, companion to the De Long, 
was launched today at the shipyards of 
Lawley & Son, South Boston. 


Large crowds in which were manly 


prominent men attended. 


Mrs. Nellie M. White of Winchendon 


Springs, christened the Blakely. 


It was intended to launch the De 


Lonfer today, but that event was post- 
poned till tomorrow. Mrs. Sophia L. 
De Long Mills will christen the De 
Long. 


The torpedo boats Blakejy, No. 27, 


and the De Long, No. 28, are two of 
the eight torpedo boats ordered by the 
United States government in the fall 
of 1898. The contracts were awarded 
in the fall and each contraxitlng firm 
was given two years in which to com- 
plete the work of building each boat. 
Three torpedo boats hav« been built 
in Massachusetts, George P. Lawley & 
Son of South Boston, scaring the con- 
tracts for the construction of two. 


The contract called for boats of 165 


tons displacement with t speed of 26 
knots per hour. The normal length of 
each boat on the water line is 175 feet 
breadth at load watsr- line, 17 feet; dis- 
placement in tons normal draft) about 
165 ton?. 


The hull is built, launched, fitted and 


made complete In all respects, witli 
conning towers, cabins, ward room, 
storerooms and all other rooms neces- 
sary. It is a compl«te steel hull, all 
material conforming -ortth the require- 
ments of the navy department. The 
flat keel plates are tof the thickness? of 
plate, 10 pounds per square foot for a 
length of about 100 feet amidships; 
forward and aft of this length it is 
reduced to 7% pounds p«r square foot. 
The vertical keel is made of steel 
plate, 15 pounds per square foot in 
depth, 8 inches, generally, secured to 
the flat keel by angle bars. The deck 
beams are spaced 18 Inches between 
centars so as to have a crown of 10 
inches ini the full breadth. The fram- 
ing over that part of the deck over the 
boilers is arranged so as to allow the 
free passage of boilers and machinery 
to their seating with but little dis- 
placement to the deck plating. 


The propelling engines are of the 


vertical, inverted cylinder .direct-act- 
ing, 
triple expansion type, each with a 


high-pressure piston, 14 inches in diam- 
eter, an intermediate-pressure piston 
22 in'ches in diameter and 
tw'o low- 


pressure pistons each 
24% Inches in 


diameter; the stroke of all pistons to 
be 18 inches. 
The 
indicated horse 


power of the propelling engines will be 
about 3000 when the engines are mak- 
ing over 350 revolution per minute. 
The propelling engines' are placed in 
separate water-tight 
compartments, 


with the high-pressure cylinders for- 
ward and the low pressure cylinders 
aft.< The main engines are balancd iil 
an approved manner. The crank shafts, 
are hollow and made in 'one section!. 


The shafts, piston rods, connecting 
rods, valve rods, eccentric rods and 
general working parts are 
made 'of 


forged nfickel steel. 


The Blakely is named for Captain 


Johnston Blakely, wh'o was born in 
Ireland in 1781, and who bocame fa- 
mous as commander of the flghtink 
ship Wasp in the war of 1812. He at- 
tended the University of North Caro- 
lina and in February, 1SOO he obtained 
a midshipman's warrant in the navy. 
He was made Lieutenant, February 10, 
1807 and in 1813 commanded the brig 
Enterprise, and did good service in 
protecting the 
coasting trade. On 


July 24, 1S13 he was made master com- 
mander and in August was appointed 
to command the Wasp. His capture of 
the British brig Reindeer, the 
brig 


Avon and the brig Atalanta are among 
the historical events of the later period 
of the wa.r. On November 24, 1814, 
Blakely was made captain. The Wasp 
disappeared after her capture of the 
Atalanta ana it is believed that she 
foundered in a gale. Blake-ly's 
only 


child, a daughter, was educated at the 
expense of the state of North Carolina. 
An attempt was made to find some 
descendent of the heroic captain 
to 


christen the boat which will so nobly 
bear his nlame, and all attempts proved 
futile. 


The De Long is named for George 


Washington De Long, lieutenant com- 
mander of the United States 
navy, 


whose name ie associated chiefly with 
Arctic explorations. He was born in 
New York city, August 22. 1S44. His 
early education was obtained in Brook- 
lyn. He was appointed acting mid- 
shipman at the United States naval 
academy in 1861, graduated in 1SG5 ankj 
was promoted to ensign, December 1, 
1866; master, March 12, 1S6S; 
lieutenant 


March 23, 1869, and lieutenant com- 
mander, .November 1, 1879. 


His principal Arctic voyage 
was 


made in the Jeanette, -which sailed from 
Sanl Francisco, July 8, 1879. After 
touching at several points, the steamer 
went northward and took the ice pack. 
She was beset September 5, 1879 off 
Heral Point. The vessel never escaped 
the pack and after drifting about 600 
miles to the northwest in a devious 
course, was crushed by the ice, June 
13, 1881. LieutenarJt Commander De 
Long and his party were thus adrift in 
the Polar Sea, 150 miles from the new 
Siberian Islands, and over 300 miles 
from the nearest point of the mainland 
in Asia, anld their experiences as re- 
corded in the diary kept by Lieut. De 
Long is one 'of the sad chapters of 
Arctic exploration. Only two survivors 
reached 
a settlement. - A searching 


party in March, 1882, found the records 
and the dead bodies of those who had 
perished at their last camp, including 
De Lonig. 
By 
order of the United 


States government the bodies were 
brought to this country, where they 
were interred with honer In New Tork 
city in 1884.

plate the partition of Cb.teiA.The speed 
of Count Von BueJow illustrates well the 
Attitude of the powers. 
He said in the 


pourse of it: 


"It is impossible to foresee further de- 


velopments. 
We shall not allow our- 


•*lves to be led beyond these demands 
Except by the interests of civilization, 
Bid especially by the interests of Gar- 
•inany." 


These words are paraphrased as fol- 


lows by an administration 
official: 


•"This is all we want at present.

Lavergne, NolensvUle and Gallatln also 
£elt the wind's force, the storm finally 
losing its force against the Cumberland 
mountain range. Columbia's casualties 
number 25 dead and 50 injured. 


The path c-f the storm was about 50 


yards wide, and was through the north- 
western suburbs of the town. 
In its 


path everything is completely wrecked. 
Not even the iron and stone fence of the 
arsenal grounds are standing. 
Four 


laxge residences were demolished. With 
the exceptions of these houses, the 
BtornVs path was through a section of 
town populated chiefly by negroes and 
the poorer classes, and the houses wera 
mere ^hovels. 
It is estimated that 180 


of them were totally destroyed and a 
larger number damaged. T'ne sufferings 
of the people rendered homeless and be- 
reft of all their goods is pitiable.

Various delegations and societies that 
bad assembled at th* landing stage re- 
mained through heavy showers until 
they realised, in th« noa-signallisig of ths 
Gelderland, that their presence was fu- 
tile.

other day. Yesterday's crowds were 
for the greater part made up of working- 
man and shopkeepers, who lost money 
by attending tha gathering, and who are 
not likely to repeat the experiment.

c-ther features of the situation.

added that the return of the soldiers and 
marines from China., with the recruits 
arrived recently, would increase the 
number of troops to 70,000 men. The en- 
largement of the forces, the ending of. 
the rainy season, better roads, improved 
transportation and the desire to maka 
the moat efficient use of the volunteers 
before their term of service expires In 
June, are all contributory to tha mast 
active campaign. 
Concerning the re- 


placing of 35,000 volunteers, General Mac- 
Arthur said he favors the establishment 
of a standing army of 75,000 men, and 
authorizing the president to increase 
it to 100,000 men. 


The general also sa/Id he was enlarging 


the force in General Young's district to 
nearly 7000 men; that heavy reinforce- 
ments were being sent to General 
Hughes, in the island of Panay; that 
more troopw had been orders.! to southern 
Luzon, and that various column move- 
ments had been planned.

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flOW PAPER IS RULED 


METHODS FOLLOWED IN PREPARING 


MODERN STATIONERY. 


•fha Utaltas; Machine tn an Interest- 


1«» Piece of Mechanism, In Which 


! Ink l» Fed to the P«IIB by Strip* of 


on Strlnz* of Yarn. 


' How many people who pick up a small 
memorandum book full of tiny bine 
•quares know of the manner or process 
l>y which the lines are traced? The ma- 
jority of people, if asked this question, 
will immediately answer that the work 
b done after th« manner of all ordinary 
printing — on a fast press malting so msny 
thousand revolutions per minute. Hun- 
dreds of business men. perhaps, who or- 
der their ledgers, day boots, journals, 
billheads, etc., from the printer know 
little different than that the men who set 
the type and operate the presses are also 
responsible for the red, blue, purple nnd 
other colored lines thut run perpendicu- 
larly and horizontally over the pages in 
their business books. 


All the larger printing establishments 


have book binderies attached, and here 
fche lines and special columns with which 
g man may want his stationery marked 
(re put on, and not iu the pressroom 
proper, as might be supposed. There are 
two places iii Pittsbmg where this work 
is done exclusively, and all except the 
few larger printing houses BPncl their 
work to be lined, or, piofes,hionr.lly speak- 
ing, ruled, in these establishments. 


At a paper ruling house on Second ave- 


nue. where a reporter watched the meth- 
ods of forming colored lines, tha operator 
In charge of the machines that do the 
•work explained many of the difficulties 
encountered in accomplishing the delicate 
tracings. The papw ruling machine re- 
sembles an old Washington hand press, 
^rith which our forefathers disseminated 
the news. It consists of six uprights, be- 
tween four of which are set two systems 
of rollers. From a feed stand a boy or 
girl adjusts the paper that is carried for- 
ward, traced, sent underneath through a. 
series of blotter covered rollers find 
eventually discharged between the last 
two uprights in much the same manner 
•s the completed newspaper is Tomited 
from the printing press. 


The pen with which the ruling is done 


is by far the most interesting part of the 
mechanism. This is a grooved brass af- 
fair about an inch and a half long, con- 
taining at the top what is called a bowl, 
into which the ink is passed to the groove 
and thence transferred to the paper. If 
a dozen lines, for Instance, are to be 
ruled, a dozen pens, set at any required 
distance apart, are employed. These are 
adjusted to a beam over the wide blanket 
f>n which the paper is carried, and the 
bowls of the pens are kept constantly 
•applied -with fiuid from a strip of fine 
flannel saturated with the color of Ink 
desired. 


When wore than one color of line is to 


l>e traced, strings of fine yarn are soaked 
yith ink, placed at the top of the wooden 
(beam and the ends made to lie right in 
fee bowls ot the pens. Over the strings 
Jpf yarn is placed the saturated flannel, 
and on top of that is put a thin sheet of 
tin or copper. From this sheet are rua 
more strings of yarn containing another 
color of ink, and these yarn ends drop 
into the bowls of other pens at the sida 
,of those giving the first color. When the 
(pens are properly adjusted, the colora 
jwill not mil, even though at times tb.9 
lines are no farther apart than the five 
hundredth part of an inch. Those who 
iwiil take the trouble to look at the hori- 
jtontal lines at the top of their billheads 
end notice the purple line between the 
two parallel red ones, leaving a scarcely 
perceptible margin of white, may appre- 
ciate the extremely intricate nature of 
the adjustments required to produce such 
•n eftsct. 


As many colors as may be desired are 


possible of being ruled at one impression 
or passages of ta« paper over the blan- 
ket. It is also possible by the use of 
more than one beam on the rnling ma- 
chine to trace varying lengths at the 
same time. For instance, all the hori- 
loatal lines, say, ar* ruled, and it is in- 
tended to rule a certain number of the 
perpendiculars from the uppermost hori- 
tontal below the margin and another se- 
ries from a horfsontal a quarter or a half 
inch farther down the paper. By the use 
of cams the paper is made to meet the 
pens attached to the first beam at the 
right time to catch the uppermost hori- 
zontal. Those lines are traced, and the 
paper passes on under the pens in the 
second beam, and the tracing begins ex- 
actly at the nert horizontal line describ- 
ed. By the use of the same cams the 
tracing can be stopped and resumed at 
any part of the paper. 


Extraordinary care must always be ex- 


ercised by the operator lest the moving 
strings, which staady the paper on the 
blanket, come in contact with the pens 
and thus destroy the work by causing the 
ink to run all over the paper. He must 
also, with the aid of a brush, feed ink to 
the flannel that in turn passes to the yarn 
strings hanging; in the bowls of the pens. 
There is little danger of the flow becom- 
ing at any time too heavy, but if ths fluid 
Is not properly fed the line* will vary in 
distinctness. 


The consistency of the ink used in rul- 


ing Is much thinner than water, rendered 
so by the application of oxgall. Almost 
any quality of paper is capable of being 
ruled, even to the flimsy material used ia 
manifolding. The work of rulins is slow 
compared with the modern methods of 
turning out printed material, but this is 
made necessary by the extremely delieata 
pature of the work and the exceeding 
care that must always be observed.— 
J?ittsbarg News.

A VOLCANIC EXPLOSION THAT DE-

STROYED AN ISLAND.

On Aug. 27, 1M3, *t 10 s. m., occurred 


the most stupendous nnd appalling of all 
the oonTUl§ion« of nature which hart oc- 
curred in th» kutery ot the world. By it 
the prater »orti«n »f the i«ltnd of Kra- 
k»to». in th* »troit of Sunds, was de- 
stroyed, while two urw iilaoda were cre- 
ated by rolcanlc aetion. We reraemhrr 
the fnct m»inly on ncaount of the mag- 
nifictnt sunsetn which f»llow«d the ereat 
and were ^itnesstd all over the world. 
Thc*e iuna«U, it is now hardly necaaiary 
to stat*, Tr*re cnuaud by the impalpable 
dust and rap»r p&rticlaa which had b*«n 
ejectad from Krakatoa to n height of 20 
lolles or more from the turfnce af the 
wrrh and wore atill floati»s in the upper 
air.The eruption caused a er*»t leiimic 
w*Te of the »ea, which oTtrwhclracd the 
Tillage* on the neijjiiborins shor»» and 
drowned upward of 80.000 person*. The 
height ef the cr*nt of thia warp ha» bepu 
variously estimated, but at Telolt B»tons, 
in Sumatra, the water r**«hed within sii 
fe^t of th» residency, which stands oa a 
hill 7S feet ab<iT« the i?a, and the Dutch 
man-of-war Ssro\iw, anchored off the 
const, was carried by the- wave* up the 
valley nearly tiro milp* Inland and was 
left, hiirb. and dry, niore than 30 feet 
abore the sea level. 
If a man wera to tell us that he had 


heard an explokion which had taken 
place at o-ny towa sitnattd some 80 miles 
away, we gh«uld prokal.ly tkink that he 
was niider a laisapprnkestien. But if he 
told us that he had heard one that oc- 
curred at a dUtf.nce of 300 miles we 
should have no deubt as t* tke condition 
of his mind. 
It U ttorertheUis a fact 


that the explosion of Krakatoa \r»s heard 
not only 30 and 360 miles array, but also 
at n distance of 8,000 miles. 
It was 


heard in India, and it was heard in Aus- 
tralia, and also in the island of Rodri- 
guez, which is about 2.C3S mils* from 
Krakatoa in a direct Una. Moreover, tho 
seismic wave of the sea referred to rrns 
noticed not only in Sonth Africa, but 
also at Cape Horn, which is 7,500 miles 
Distant from the strait of Snnda. 
But 


perhaps tbe moat extraordinary of all the 
phenomena connected with this cata- 
clysm of nature was the atmospheric dis- 
turbance, or air wave, produced by tha 
explosion. This air ware, it is stated, 
went three times around the earth, and 
it has been remarked that "the charac- 
ter of this disturbance would soem al- 
most incredible were it not for the fact 
that it is utteited by the barogram's of 
every great mstaorological station on the 
world's surface. 


It may b» mentioned that, although the 


great explosion did not take place until 
10 a. m., daring; the whole of the preced- 
ing night n contiBtwus roar, like the dis- 
charge of heavy cannon or thunder, had 
been heard, so that the people in the 
towns and rilisffes of Java and Sumatra 
were terrified and did not dare Co go to 
bed. 
Evea on the previous day, the 26th, 


the tky, we are told, presented the most 
terrible app«*rane«, fierce flashes of 
lightning peo«trat«d the dense masses of 
cloud over tfe« wl«nd, clouds of black 
matter were rusfeins across the sky, rap- 
idly reaurrinj drtoaation* were heard 
eontinnouily, and Ixrje pieces of pumice, 
quite wans, raised down at a distance of 
tan mile*. 


It is hardly s matter to be wondered 


at when we are tfld that at Carimon, 
Java, 355 raiiea distant, native boats 
were di»»ztch«d to assist an imaginary 
vessel ia tiictxsai, and at Achern, 1,073 
miles distant, it was snsposed that a fort 
was baing attacked, and the troops were 
put under arm«. The result of the erup- 
tion was tkat the whole of the northern 
part of the iiland, seven square miles 
in ezlant, was completely blown away, 
and where thtre was formerly dry land 
there are new soundints of 90 fathoms, 
and in some parts 160 fathoms or more. 
Moreover, the bed ef the sea some five or 
tix mflas to the north appears to have 
been rsjised ninny fathoms. 
It is un- 


necessary to point out how stupendous 
must have been the force generated un- 
der Krakatoa at th« time ot this erup- 
tion, seeing that it was able to lift mil- 
lions of tons and sent up a stream of 
puraioe and vapory particles to a height 
of 20 miles above the surface of the 
earth. 
TVs are naturally led to inquire 


what TTSS this force and hew was it 
generated. 


The primary source from which pro- 


ceeds tbe energy which produces volcanic 
action in nmqnextioaably tha internal 
heat of the earth. At the base of the 
crater of a volcano is the top or eorn- 
EBencement of the channel or passage 
whereby communication is maintained 
with the heated Interior, and when water 
from the sea or from the underground 
spring* percolates through the ground 
and finds its way down to this channel 
and to the hot molten recks below it at 
once generates steam, and those of us 
who have been unfortunate enough to 
have had a kitchen boiler burst know 
something of the explosive power of 
Kteam, even in small quantities. But tha 
following observations with reference to 
this subject will give our readers a clear 
perception of the subsequent stages of 
en eruption when sea or other water 
reaches the heated rocks below a vol- 
cano:

It 
only requires the subjection of the hy- 
drated compound to such heat as would 
be supplied by the anhydrous lavas in 
a fluid condition to dJBengaKe steam and 
othrr jtr.nes in enormous quantities and 
to prodnee outbursts proportionate to the 
pressure and the Ktr»agth of the inclos- 
ing wtills. 
If, wail* this precrss is go- 


ing on, water in large quantities gains 
arc?** to tke surface of the heated mass, 
selidifica-tiom might take place, and the 
escape of gai*s through the crater would 
be temporarily ch»ck*d. Whin at last 
the aeennnlatxl fore* bursts the newly 
formed crust, this and other obstacles 
would be spe«dily removed by the tre- 
mnndans violent* of the blast, and the 
sides of the crater might either be blown 
away or fall into the seething lava. Such 
appears to h"c b;cr. the Trcrk'.ns if the 
final and self destructive eraption of 
Krakatoa."—Pall Mall Gazette.

"How to make the most of wealth." 


It is a topic on which I am not well 
qualified to speak, and I would SUK- 
g-est that you make this same inquiry 
of some of our 
leading clergymen, 


whose views on the subject would be 
a great inspiration to us all, 


The Christian idea that wealth Is a 


stewardship, or trust, and not to be 
used for one's personal pleasure alone, 
but for the welfare of others^ certainly 
seems the noblest; and those'who have 
more money or broader culture owe a 
debt to those TV ho have fewer oppor- 
tunities. And there are so many ways 
one can help! 


Children, the sick and the aged es- 


pecially have claims on our attention, 
and the forms of work forthem are nu- 
merous: from l.indergartens, day-nur- 
series 
and 
industrial 
schools, 
to 


"homes" and hospitals. Our institu- 
tions for higher education require eifts 
in order to do their best work, for the 
tuition fees do not cover the exoense 
of the advantages offered; and certain- 
ly such societies as those in our church 
es and the Youns ^Women's CTinstian 
association, deserve our hearty co- 
operation. The earnest workers who 
so nobly and lovingly give their lives 
to promote the welfare of others, give 
far more than though they had simnly 
made gifts of money, so those who can 
not afford to give largely need not feel 
discouraged on that account.

TAX RATES COMPARED 


Figures Issued in Boston as 


Affect Narth Adams 


They 


Mention was made yesterday of 


North Adams' position on the matter 
of tax rates compared with the other 
cities of the state. The flffures were 
taken from the monthly bulletin of the 
Boston municipal statistics department 
The following more extended report of 
the summary of the tables contained 
in the resort will be of interest. It 
is from the secretary's introduction and 
is as follows: 


"In the first table the variation of 


tax rates Is shown for 32 municipalities 
13 of which became incorporated cities 
\vithing the 20 years. Tne 640 tax rates 
are claslfied under 11 heads thus: Un- 
der $12, $12 to $13, etc., to $21 and over. 
In seven cases, five o£ which occurred 
before 1883, the rates were under $12: 
in nine cases f.our of which were sub- 
sequent to 189^ ttie rates eqxialed $21. 


"The highest rates were as follows: 


$25, Marlboro in 1SS7; $2t, North Adams 
in 1897; $22.50, Marlboro in 1SS1. The 
most usual rate was 516 to $17, In 139 
instances. 


"Once only did Boston's tax rate 


equal $16, in 1884, when It was $17. In 
121 cases the rate was between $15 and 
$10, and in 114 cases it was between $17 
and $1S. In 5S per cent of the cases the 
tax rate fell between $15 and $18. Thrice 
in the 20 years, in 1SSO, 1S82 and 1884, 
the tax rate of Boston was $15 or over. 


"The second table affords a compara- 


tive view of the average tax rates^ by 
cities, 1S80 to 1899, and also for each 
10 and five-year period embraced with- 
in the 20 y«ars Each city's relative 
rank as regards the amuont of its tax 
rate is also given. 


"Following is a condensed summary 


of the mean tax rates of the cities of 
the commonwealth, Boston and

"The third table gives in detail the 


annual tax rate and relative rank of 
each of the 32 cities, byi years, 1880-1899, 
together with the annual mean tax 
rate of cities as a class, and of Mas- 
sachusetts as a whole. 


"Boston occupied a comparatiively 


low plaec throughout the period rang- 
ing- between the 10th place with a rate 
of $"7 in 18S4 and the 25th place in 1882 
and 1898, when its rates were $12.90 and 
$13.60 respetcively. It -was the lowest 
in 1891, wh&n its rate, $12.60, ranked 
23d In a list of 24.

Picture Taking in North Adams 


From the Berkshire Hllla Historical

The first daguerreotype gallery in 


North Adams was a small building on 
wheels owned by Hobert Dewey, which 
stood on the corner of Eagle and Cen- 
ter streets now occupied by the Cady 
block. The second was that for a lonsf 
time presided over by Daniel Work- 
man, In the third story of the old 
North Adams house, the site now be- 
ing occupied by the Wilson house. The 
third was opened In Penniman's row, 
now the site of the Blackinton block, 
by a Mr. Aldrich(/» who discosed of it 
to William P. Hurd. Afterwards Mr. 
Dewey with his brother Nelson, ran 
a gallery in the Isbell block on Eaale 
street, and soon after removed to Pitts- 
field. Mr. Workman ran his jcallery 
during the war and ursposed of the 
same to Mr. Gilmore, who in turn sold 
to Mr. Walden. Mr. Hurd, who was 
a talented vocalist and on enthusiastic 
fisherman, disposed of his gallery and.

Tbe lasso is a creation of a certain en- 


rironment and need. Its place is oil the 
broad prairies and grazing lands, and it* 
chief utility lies In tLo stock business. 
It in almost useless in a wooded country 
by reason of the obstructions afforded by 
branches and bushes. The finest lasso* 
are of rawhide, cut into thin strips, aud 
braided, BIX ply, into a rope of from 
three-eighths to one-half inch in diame- 
ter. They are quite expend!ve, a good 40 
toot rope costing about $7. On this ac- 
count, of late years, hard twisted grasi 
rope is used, but the rawhide rope is the 
beat in a wind, as it is heavier, and when 
filled with oil it is not attected by wet 
weather. 
A braided rope also has loss 


tendency to kink than a twisted rope. 
Cowboys hare a mixture of lard and 
beeswax with which they dress their 
hemp or linen ropes to keep out damp- 
ness and also to prorent them from get- 
ting too dry. The roost celebrated of the 
genuine "riattas" are made in Chicago, 
which produces an articl« much superior 
to the tougher ones turned out in Mexico. 


A lasso Is about 40 feet long, seldom 


exceeding 50 feet, and out of that mast 
be deducted the amount taken in making 
the noose and the part which is retained 
in the hand. Thus it is seen that the av- 
erage cast is about 25 or 30 feet, and the 
"roper" who can throw anywhere near 
60 feet with accuracy is a rarity. 
In 


California they sometimes use a rope as 
long as 65 feet, bat there they seem to 
hare a habit of throwing an enormously 
larj^ loop, much larger than is really nec- 
essary. In actual work, however, it will 
be found that a man's hand is not large 
enough properly to hold much more than 
40 feet of rope when coiled ready to 
throw. 


There are three general methods of 


throwing;, with many minor variations of 
indiridual habit. 
The rope is held in 


practically the same way in every case. 
First is the plain, straight cast, noose 
swinging around chore the head from 
tight to left by a rotating wrist move- 
ment. 
Some "ropers" throw a small 


loep, hard and fast, almost on a level; 
others a larger, lazier kind, which never- 
theless "arrives." For myself, I rather 
favor the small loop thrown hard, at it 
seems the best all around style, most ef- 
fective against the wind or other ad- 
verse conditions. 


The afan is somewhat to the right of 


the object to be ropad—say 1% feet en a 
25 toot throw—the exact infctant of re- 
lease being governed by weight of rope, 
wind, velocity of sw'me. etc. Judgment 
comes instinctively with practice. The 
rest of the rope is held coiled in the other 
hand and released as fait as desired, two 
or three coils being retained. 


To "sanb" the rope (wind it about the 


pomjnel after casting) In the instant of 
time allowed is a trick quite as difficult 
as throwing properly. The Mexicans, 
with tkeir large diameter pommels, hare 
to take only «ne turn; the American pom- 
mels, being smaller, require two. 
The 


pommel often smokes from the friction 
created sad is frequently deeply grooved 
and alraost bwoed by tbe rope. The ha- 
portent part played by the trained cow 
pony is obvious. He is taught to settle 
back on his hannchts the instant the rope 
begins to tighten and in many other ways 
materially to assist his master. 


The sscosd method ot throwing is ex- 


r,.-tlr the reverse—1. e., the noose is swung 
fi-cni the left to right shore the head be- 
fore release. This is called the "Cali- 
fornia throw" and possibly .gives a littls 
greater raase. A-t any rate, one or two 
of the longest throwers I know nse it, 
and I find it so myself. It may be only 
a personal result Any good "roper" can 
throw either way. 


The third cast Is tbe "corral drag," 


which, at its name implies, is for use 
afoot and in confined quarters. It con- 
sists in trailing out the loop on the 
abound behind one and snapping it for- 
ward by aa underhand motion. 


The lasso's greatest effectiveness as a 


weapon is when the wielder is mounted. 
When both adversaries are afoot, its val- 
ue is very slight. With cattle or horses 
ft ia an entirely diSerent thing. 
The 


•whole essence of the matter is to tighten 
the noose around an opponent with & jerTs 
eufficlent to dismount him or take him 
off his feet. To that end you icay ride 
past him swiftly or, if panning hira, stop 
your own horse suddenly. Or, if he is 
stationary and you canaot ride past him, 
you can wheel your own horse and retire 
after a successful cast. In lassoing a 
man, 
if done skillfully, the instant of 


time is too brief for him either to throw 
off the tightening noose or cut it. And it 
is one of tne most deceptive things to at- 
tempt to dodge. 


It is possible to control the noose of a 


lasso by the remainder of the rope, but 
It is a dexterity whieh few acquire in 
years. The finest roper I know, Vicente 
Oropesa, ehftiapion of old Mexico, can do 
this to perfection, and his performance 
is one of the ablest things in that inter- 
esting exposition of plainsmanship. Oro- 
pesa is an enthusiast. One of the Mei- 
icans once told me that one night the 
champion dreamed of a new cast and at 
once got up and went out scantily clad, 
and in half an hour had mastered it. 


In spinning the rope I have been ac- 


cused of sticking or securing tbe "honda" 
or slip noose from sliding, but la reality 
it is perfectly free to move along the 
rope. In fact, I can readily start spin- 
ning a noose two feet in diameter and in- 
crease it steadily to eight or ten feet 
across. 


Tbere are several uses which the lasso 


con Id be put t», it seems to me, even in 
quite densely populated districts. 
Ia 


capable hands it would afford an excel- 
lent means of stopping the many street 
runaways, and it also conld almost al- 
ways be utilized where a skater broke 
through the ice. And as a regulator of 
fast bicycling It would easily stand un- 
rivaled, for BO scorcher would dare t« 
ride past a guardian ef the peace equip- 
ped with the persuasive lariat.—Howard 
Reynolds in Wide World Magazine.

KILLS HIMSELF 


William P. Reagan Shot 


Himself Through Head 


and Died Instantly 


KISSED HIS WIFE GOOD-NIGHT 


AND SHOT FOLLOWED AT ONCE 


Had Told a Friend That He Was Going 


to Resign From Police Force, De- 


spondency Believed to be 


the Cause

Police Officer William P. Reagan com 


nutted suicide last nig-lit at 10 o'clock 
at his home, 49 Hall street, by shooting 
himseii through the head with a 32- 
calibre revolver. Death waa instant- 
aneous. 


Mr. Reagan had not been on duty for 


the last three days. Last evening he 
•was at home till after 8 o'clock, talk- 
ing pleasantly -wyth his wife, to whom 
he seemed to be in good spirits. At 
About 20 minutes past 8 he left the 
house, saying he was going down town. 


His wife and children were in bed 


when he returned at 10 o'clock. 
He 


asked his wifa if she was asleep< and 
when told that she was not he went to 
her room and kissed her. and then 
went at once to his own room. An in- 
stant later Mrs. Reayan heard a pistol 
shot and hurried to his room. 
She 


found him lying on his back across the 
bed with his clothes on. His feet rest- 
ed on the floor with the revolver be- 
tween them. He 3id not speak or re- 
cognize his wife, which showed that 
the shot had been lmm.edia.tely fatal. 


The family live in the upper part of 


A. E. Haskins' house, and Mr. Has- 
klns was called by Mrs. Reajran, who 
was almost crazed by the terrible hap- 
pening. Judge Phelps, who lives next 
door, -was notifies, and he at once tele- 
phoned the news to the police station 
and also telephoned for Medical Ex- 
aminer Brown, who soon reached the 
house. 
Captain par-row lives just 


across the street. Ho was called in, 
and Chief Dinneen, Captain Jones and 
Judge Phelps w*re soon at the house 
ready to lend such assistance as they 
could. Medical Examiner Brown view- 
ed the body and pronounced death due 
to a pistol ehot •wound inflicted with 
suicldaU intent. 


Owing to the lateness of the hour 


many did not hear of the suicide last 
night, but those to whom the news 
came "were greatly surprised and ghock- 
cd. Mr. Reag-an was a large, robust 
man, who always appeared cheerful 
and contented, and ai» genial nature 
had won him many friends. His wife 
Bays they lived very happily together, 
and his tragic death was to her » 
most cruel blow. 


There is every reason to believe that 


the suicide was premeditated. While 
down street last evening Mr. Reagan 
secured the revolver and cartridges 
with which he shot himself. His own 
revolver was broken inl the tussle he 
had with a burglar whom he arrested 
recently, and had been left at a repair 
shop. Mr. Reara.n went for it last eve- 
ning:, but it was not yet repaired. He 
therefore' borrowed another, 
saying 


that he needed It in his work. Having 
no cartridges, he went to a store and 
bought these. The revolver was a 32 
calibre weapon. a.nd was fully loaded, 
only one chamber being: found empty. 


While down town Mr. Reasa-n was 


seen in the Wilson house, and he also 
went into Wilson theater. He stayed 
there but a short time, and some of 
his acquaintances who saw him there 
say he appeared quite nervous and look 
ed at his watch frequently, but Ma 
manner was not such as to attract par- 
ticular attention and nothing further 
would have been thought of it had it 
not been for what followed. 


No direct cause can be given' for his 


act. It is believed to have been due to 
temporary insanity following despon- 
dency. He had not been on duty since 
Sunday Vght, arid it was known that 
he had been drinking: to some extent. 
He had an appointment to meet Chief 
Dinneen this morninfe in regard to hia 
absence from duty. 


To a friend whom he met last eve- 


niag he made the statement that he 
was Kolng to re»ig:n from the police 
force, but little was thoug-ht of it at 
the time. Mr. Reayan was a brave 
officer, who was popular on the force 
ana with the citizens. Hia recent cap- 
ture of a burglar whom hft found in a 
store, after a hard struggle, brought 
him hiffh praise from all sides. 


Mr. Reagan was the ion of Mr. and 


Mrs. 
William Reagan and was born in 


Troy, N. T., nearly 29 years ago. The 
family moved to this city when he was 
a young boy, and he had lived here 
Bince that time.
